For more than thirty years some 25,000 Canadian 
youngsters living in small villages and isolated farming districts, have been at- 
tending Sunday school in trailer trucks, each manned by two women. The 24 
motor vehicles cover a total of more than 100,000 miles from Quebec to British 
Columbia, and the driver-teachers hold missions, tell Bible stories and distribute 
religious literature. The work of the Sunday School on wheels is non-sectarian 
and the children eagerly look forward to the regular visits of the travelling units.
